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ABSTRACT 

Mcmy of the factors that can help ensure a successful 
and positive learning experience for teachers, leaders, chaperons r 
and students who travel and/or study in France are addressed in this 
publication. Although it is geared toward France, many of the ideas, 
especially the section on pre-departure orientation, can be applied 
to any travel group. The primary objectives of the booklet are to 
help teachers develop confidence in talcing students abroad, to 
promote the •*Jtnow before you go" mentality, and to provide an 
information resource. Among the nearly 100 topics covered are the 
following: itinerary, airport checic-in, menus ^ post office, 
insurance, immunizations, drugs, transportation, passports, money, 
parent role, returning homei group leaders, museums, shopping, and 
various aspects of visits to Paris.

Introriuetiow 

Few topics are mors subject to intsrpf station and misunderatanding than "travel- 
abroacf, "study-abroad' and "Intercuftural communicatJon." Travei abroad can mean anything 
from « first-dasa excursion to the worst kinds of sxptriencea imacinaWe. Study abroad is an 
umbreila term that hfs corns to msan any kind of program that permits students to travel tcroes 
the Atlantic and spend time in a foreign country. Intsrcuhural communication often means any 
kind of contact or contrtct made %with naUvs apeaksra. even aa simpie as handing a train ticket to 
the "contrdleor" In the T.G.V. traki. 

The number of programa for aecondary students has steadily grown during the late 60*8 
and eariy 70's, Preaentiy, most ttiS in businesa are well operated. The programs are diverse 
in content and cost. They range from genuinely valid to semi-fraudulent. They may enrich or 
they may exploit. False daims in one program may turn out to be a reward in another. Claims 
of "buliding croaa-cuiturai awareness and communication" may be left to serendipity and on the 
spot teachsr creativity. If thoae Indelible impressions that will be left on the minds of the 
young Americana are to be poaitive and worthwhile, then it is imperative that a firm foundation 
be laid ^/fer» going abroad. Teachers/leaders ahould plan w^l for this in the format of a Pre- 
Departure Orientation (PDO) meeting that focuses upon a wide variety of useful pre-travel 
infcrmation. bulking comradeship, and a noWe attempt to destroy any evident ethocentricity.

The author hopes that readers will find the materials helpful to build worthwhile 
pro^^ams. The content in this publication has been pared and re-¥Vorked many times from the 
originai text prepared in 1979. CLurent helpful resources are included such as addresses in 
PM-is. phone numbers, travel guides, and suggested sites and museums to visit once abroad. 

The author wishes to provide teachers/leaders with novel idess. solid examplea and 
exemplary materials that can help student travelers to svoid the "mindesaness" often associated 
with group travel. MUndfessness refers to the "This is Tuesday, this must b« Balgium" 
mentality associated with various types of student group trsvel. 

Thf suthor feels sfongiy that students who become 'involved" in the culture through a 
variety of means including contact with native speakers, planned observations, the rscording of 
events and sentiments, and other important lasting types of expwiences aids to build a cuhural 
awarensss. understandng. and ssnsitization that takes one below the surface of the panorama 
Many hints and suggeittions sre provided ss it hoped that leaders will find thsse useful once 
abroad Included sre many sample problems and aimpte sokjtions. Most have been encountered 
by the author and other leaders. The publication could be entitled: Prflbltm Solving 101 in 
Ffnc* as the degree of efficiency in handling problems that will accur that those in charge 
exhibit abroad will determine the ultimste degree of success of the adventure. An adventure is 
described as "a thrilling experience that is loaded with unpredictable occurrences'... a trip to 
France with secondary students! 

The student maturation process that takes place due to well-conceived and welf- 
conducted programs is often hinged on how well students are prepared before going abroad. 
This often means building tolerance for disparate modes vi thought and expression and the 
acceptance of other life styiss (culture shock). Acquiring information about the culture pK ift 
rather than allowing an indivickjal to enter that culture may be compared to an athlete that 
trains daily and yet who sits on the bench and who is not allowed to take part in travel end study 
abroad? Knowing the language of the country v^hwe the student is traveling is an extremely 
important ssset. even on sn elementary basis. Anyone who hss fsveled to s country where a 
language is spoken that they do not know can vouch for the fact that the natives appreciate any 
attempt to spesk their language, even on a superfidal level. It has been said that "the best 
compliment anyune can pay to a person in anothar country is to speak their ianguaoe', and few 
can debate this wonderful axiom.

The time you wish to spend on getting acquainted and language brei^-in activitiss is 
antireiy up to the ieadars. Buildng a good amount of "esprit du corps" before departure is one 
of the prindpsl objectives of the PDO. 

if you ve short on time, it is crucial that certain items be discussed and expisinsd. The 
explanations given are in conjunction with a pro7«m for secoadary atudente that indudes a 6 
day family homaatay as part of 21 days spent in France. Not aii program* wiii indude actual 
contact with French families or students, however, if tWs is part ol your program, it is one of 
the moat anxioua momente for paitieipama Kid aU of the tiny etemants of tension are to bm 
smoothed out by answaring as many questions in detail aa time alots. NaturaHy each ieeder will 
have their own Hat of what they wish to relay to the group . however if there is to be more than 
one leader for the group, try to get together beforehand and dedde wfio is going to hsndle what 
aapact of the rip «id the POO.

Alrpoft ChtHsk-in: 

Airport chock-in ia groatly facUitod in moot caaoa whon tharo ic a raprotontativo of tho 
travoi organlzatioo proaont to holp chock atudonta and thair-boga. Tho intomaional flight 
roquiroa that paaaongtro bo thoro at loaat two hours prior to doparturo. Each afcdont ia to 
proaont thoir pasoport as thay chock thoir bags and proaont ihoir tickot. Ones a boarding poaa 
ia hwidod out. sfoaa tho importance of that paaa. It m tho samo as thoK- tickat at tNs point and 
should not bo lost 

Airplono Canducf. 

Many flights today aro "wot flighta", that is. ail &if\k» aro complimontary You must 
stt-tss to atudanta that no liquor is to bo conoumod on tho liis^t, .or for that matter, at any timo 
on tho trip. 

Arrivot tn Franco: 

Arriving in Fran«o is a thrilling timo as tho hugo piano touchos down at oithor Roiaay 
Chrloa DoG«ullo or Oriy. Ths two airports art quits diffsrsnt. ospodaliy thoir size. Amorican 
Airiinos now fiioa in Orly. wNIs Air Franco and othsra arrtvo at Roisay. Roisoy ia found about 
t%vonty miios NE of Pwis and Orly about ton milos straight south of tho dty. It Is much oaaier 
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Aniwl in Francft (Continued): 



to com* into Pwis from th« toi^ti than the north due to tr^c. Tell students how important it 
is to atiy together in i group once you anive in Pvis at the airport. It is easy to become 
aepvated from the group as ther« are ao many paaaengara who muat go through pasaport 
control and cuatoma prior to gettb^g their baga. The beat ¥my to anive ia to dhrkie the leadars 
or chaperonee into goupa. On* leader should be at the front of the youp; another in the 
midde: and »iother aa a "^eheT at the end to help atraggiere. You ahould te« atudenta ahead of 
time thia and remind tiMm of it again in the airplane. Be aure to give fiight numbers to 
your group at the POO and asic them to repeat them from time to time to drill them into their 
heads. 

P«««p«>rt Control! 

The immigration card is confusing to students. They muat fill out tfiia yellow form and 
present it wHh their paaaport at paeaport control in Paris. Keep it in the open and be sure that 
it is signed. The moat common probtem is the bUnic that asks for the "Point of Embarkation'... 
which is Chicago (or whichever airport you left from for France. Remind students that French 
cuatome is easy Warm them nsi to take their suitcase through the pen of cuatoma whsr* they 
check bags, but rather to k>ok for the AIEN A DECURER Hne{a). 

Cuminmrn in Fratieo! 

Cuatoma both entering and leaving FranM should never be a problem, unieas you are 
bringing in something that the French government doea not aUow or that is illegal. 

I Qit BigMy: 

It doee happen and it can happen to you. You need to be prepared. The airport at Roisay 
haa an excellent btreau to handle loM baga. They speak EngUeh and w8l do the neceaaary wcrk 
for you to locate a lost bag. It is Imperative that all luggage have name tags on each piece. 

luggay Arranymonts: 

Al studsnts need to know that they wiif be can-ying ther own baga evsrywhere. They 
ehouki not expect a porter. WhMe there are baggage carts (free when you can find one) in both 
airports, every participant should be aware of the fact they they must carry their own bags, 
and in aome casea long diataneea. This is ««hy smsM n^tfieels on the 26' place of luggage ia nice 

Bue Loading in Airports- 

Moat travel organteations do a good iob at having buaaes cfc>*e to the tsrminal whtre the 
sroup wiM arrive. Students are to stay in a g'oup at al tknss and to be eepediriiy careful of 
their bag^. Do not leave luggage unattended, in Paria the police are likely to take any email bag 
left unat^ded thinking that it may be an explosive device. 

Rtf ganduei- 

Go over wt^at you expect as far as bus behavior at the PDO TeK the students thi^ they 
are not to bring caeeette players without headsets. This wit! taks cars of a lot of confuaions and 
noise. They are to keep the bus dean. Take eeveral large garbage bags with you to keep ttie food 
itente, paper, eacka. etc. Keep one in the back of the bus and another near the front and tei! tte 
studsnts to uss them.

But do not go Into a tabac and a«k liow much it costs to ssckI a lettsr to the 
USA. They simply do not know

Pvis is dsfinitsly two dties; one In the daytime snd snothsr after dark. Lee 
Noctumbuiss out after tsn o'dock. Many thsatsrs, restaurants, cafss. and othsr 
businsMes do not open until late. It is important that you insist that your students do not wslk 
vound in Psris by themsslves. This is an sibsdute NO NO! GHs nsvsr go out in groups of less 
than three. Boys too! 

Xippilig: 

Usually. 15% ia figured right in to the bill wherever you eat in France. Caution 
students to read their bill ca-efully to eee if the "eervice est compris" or not.

Your passport is a vary lmport«it documsnt. It should ba carriad %vith you at ail timas. Do not 
pack it in your auitcasa. It Is bast to can-y H with you in a aafa canning pouch audi as thoaa 
that tia vound your wiriat or va carriad by a cord in a pouch around your nack. Maka a copy of 
tha information paga whsra your photo ia and carry it with you abroad in caaa it ia lost or 
stolen. It is also a good idaa to carry a photoatatic copy of your birth cartificata with you aa 
wail.

Students are advised to be honest with their leaders/chaperones. If they are sick, they 
should 1st thsm know. If they have diarrhea, they ahouid aeek immediste reatment and let a 
leader know this aa wal.

TTiay are usuaBy baaad on 
a miaundaratanding that may be cauaed by a tack of knowtedga of c^tural connotations of words 
and actiona.

Not svary sludant will ba banafitad from such an sxpsriancs. . .nor wiil avary 
Iaadsr. Soma kind of aataction process is a nacas«ty if laadsra sra to function propariy onca 
abroad. This msy maan intarvlawing aach participant, taking placamsnt teats. rs<?uiring s 
c«lsin dag-ae of language fluency, asking that a paper be written in the language on why the 
partidpant wants to go to France, or recommendations from several persona who know this 
dtudsnt. All of those however, cannot insure a auccesaful experience once the ^oup is in 
France.

If you ars loolcing for a Irss vacation', condudss Gsit, try ths tslsvisad givs-away 
shows. This author would agrss with sach of ths quaiificationB and add that any parson who 
wishss to taks on thsss rssponstt>Uitiss bs wUing to Issm from nsgativs happanings outaids of 
any controls that might havs bssn providsd. Having forssifi^t mssns taking ths sxtra atsps to 
c^'wbls chsck svsrytivng that might bs a problsm. This can maan anything, svsn somsthing as 
minlsculs ss finding out how ths front dssk would liks ths bsga stacksd bsfors ths bus anivss 
aakkig whsrs iis 70up might picnic for lunch bstwssn two dtiss by stopping and asking a ioc:il 
psaaant or businsaspsrson. 

Problsm^vlng is grsatiy factlitatsd with psrsistsncs in thsss arsas. Of^going 
diiigsncs and Mndng to ths campfirss msans a group titat wil bs hspplsr. Kssping ths ^oup 
happy is s constant goal of any isadsr. it is not always posabts. but group inf»ut will hsip in 
timsa of advsrsity. Soms dsdsions must bs mads by isadars: othsrs can inckjds studsnts: and 
still othsrs should bs mads by studsnts only. Rsspon^bis tsadarship msana knowirtg tha 
diffarsfKS bstwssn ths ehoicss and using thsm wtosly. Thsrs can bs fsw Sxsd niss in a dynamic 
atmosphsrs and this compounds itssif siponsntialiy as ths g-oup sizs incrsasss. it is much 
•aaisr to movs 6 or 7 studsnts than 60 or 70 Qood advics is still: 'Know bsfors you go!" 

Why do i «vsnt i go abroad? ia a qusstion that atudsnts must pondar bsfors sntsring into 
an unfamSiar snvironmsnt. A typical rssponss might bs: such an opportunity offsrs you s 
uniqus sxpsrisncs snabUng you social and intslscturai 9-owth by pladng you in a aituation in 
which you can taks a nsw look at yoirssK. You will alao bs sbis to dsvslop fkjsncy in ths 
ianguags snd buid vocabulary. Ths nsw young ptopis that you msst wll aMow you to sncountsr 
nsw pattsrns of cuhurs to which you wifl havs to adapt; that is psrt of ths chalangs-and part 
of ths rsww-d. Two of ths g'satsst asssts of young psopls Is thsk abiity to adapt to nsw 
sun-oundings snd thsir fisxibility. Maturation takss piscs mors rapidly in such a astting whars 
ths young ara givsn ths opportunity to dscovsr important things about thsmaslvss and othsrs 
Nsw insights srs dsvsiopsd that will shaps thsk thoughts about ths futura and ths way that thsy 
will act towards othsr human bsings. 

AM thsss may bs trus, howsvsr ths fsct rsmains dssr that almost svsry psrson who 
issvss ths familiar surroundings or homs and sntsrs into a naw sat of stimult wil find that thsy 
must adapt to ths nsw duss and many srs unfamiliar. E<Avard T. HbH in his bock fityflod 
guitura points to ths fact that ws ars all products of our cuiturs. Cultural irrationality ia 
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no I H«va Wh«t H T«k>«? (Continued): 



d0«piy tnfrendwd in our daily iiv«a. It is as if wa waar binders. Our viaws oi the world do not 
normally transcend the llmita impoaad by oar culture. Aa Americans we ail carry buUt-in. 
hidden and unatatad aaaumptiona that control our thou^ta. Our minda are ahaded by our past 
and the way wa -have atwaya done thinga" We cannot adequately underaland. explain, and 
deacribe another culture aomehow tranacending our world. Thay had "funny looking little cars, 
ate thia ridculoua food that waa all modly. and everywhere the> went they huniad." would be an 
example. Being in a cuitural bHid. wa muat aeek to trsnaoend the confinae ol our own 
stereotypea to which we have been conditioned. If one ia to react to aapacta of another cuHire, 
he muat be awva that the aystem ia made up of component parts that are doaaly intsr-ralatad 
and the NfiaWa and invisibia effacta are a reault of the dynamic functiona of the aodaty. 

Culture ahock might be compared to Future Shock. Stimuli are coming at a paraon at 
such a high rale that the nind ia unable to aort out what it knowa to be true and attempting to 
-make aenae' out of what one la aeiwing becomaa "ahocklng." It is not only the ovaarvaWe 
phenomena of thinga and eventa 'out there' in the world that affect theea aanaea, there ia alao 
the invisibie struetife of knowledge md belief that are organized into the aodaty that cauaa its 
mambera to perceive, formulate acta and to choose between aHamath»e behaviora. This aenae of 
culture refera to the raabn of idaaa. There ia then, both the explicM and implkat aapacta to be 
reckoned %vith. One aensitlve pwtkapant recorded in her culturahawareneaa booklet in March: 
•1 waa bomb»ded with percepturi overload." The leader muat be anwra of the affect of cultural 
schock on atudenta. It ia best to simply bring it out in tie open and to talk about H. If the 
student haa a yeat M of clf«culty dealing with thia phenomena it can lead to worse 
consequsncea auch aa home ak^knsaa and wanting to go home. Studenia ^ sre kept buay with 
intareating and fun actlvitiea wil adapt more «juickly than those who are given time to remam 
cooped up in a hotel room by themselvee. This ia another good reaaon for the PDO. It leads to 
friendahipa being built and one atudsnt can 'lean on another for support when they both era 
feeling the same kinda of aentimenta. Culture ahock (CS.) is vsry real. Central Co«ege witee 
in their guidebook for atudents who will be studying in Paris for one year: CS. I. ia alarming, 
tlrestening, and pretty exciting. CS. II ia mostly dull. Some atadents confuse It with home 
-sickness. ' You feel tired, waapish, and inclined to day-cfc-aam about hamburgere and hi-fi. 
...The experts say that the same thing happens to everybody: peace corps voiunteera. sokisrs. 
cSpiomata. miaaionaHea. and foreign atudenta who come to the U.S. to etudy. 

There an advantage to short term program. It is eoon over. For extended psriods in an 
aSen envi-onmeot. counseling may be needed. CS. takee on may forms In aacondary studsnta. It 
is moat commonly manifeated in the form of a reaction - yuuchi, dis^st, ridicule, contempt- to 
cusioms or belief a belonging to another culture. CS. is ethnoceotrism personified ia a aisis 
situation. Just as a plant that has been transplanted. It either 'adapts or diee." The forced re- 
adjustment can be a very gratifying thing. It can also be a vsry exasperating experience. 
Compounded by language frustation. irritation or strange signals that the brain is unable to 
deciphsr. and strain on the senees due to heightened attention given to these strange dues in a 
foreign situation, a common reaction is withd-awsl. By preparing for the experience 
intellectuelly b^tra the phenomena Is going to occur, we can help the students to smooth over 
much of the rough ground that is ahead, Culture capsules (see readng list) snd culture 
sasimilators that give the student an opportunity to become acquainted with those thinga that are 
most likely to occur (W C. tipping, politeness, manners, etc.), when they are exposed to each of 
theee in reai Qfe. they have a better idea of what is going on. 

Although no amount of pre-planning can take the place of actually being there, the 
practice is very worthwhile. Non-verbal communication in another country is difficult to teach 
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glBt«-«id«. It if intfrsting to have itudentt react to wh« they happening in front of their 
eyee conc«twg fedirf expreeeions. geeturee. end body proxemice. It is a tolerance of 
ambiguities that helps a person adapt to the environment. It builds aelf-cor.fidence and 
maturity. What st^deotj need to remember ia that.. . "If I had been bom and raised here in this 
country end had had the aame kinds of experiencee as this psraon before me has. I would act 
exactly in the same way." Nothing em take the piece of actual contact It is "Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind" that make the mo« difference. We can read about the culture; we can obaerve 
the culture; however, until we enter into the culture by making contact with ita people, we have 
not felt the impact that that culture has to o«sr aa far aa buUdng a bettor reiation*ip between 
two parties. Free and aincera interaction ta a key to bulking good rapport. Sharing and being a 
conatant obaerver who stwss tt. 4>rove one s etiquette and politeness isads to «icceea in curing 
C.S. aynd-ome. Without firat-hand experience, text-book information remains mere 
infcrmatioo. Taking wbwA H and doing it pe^^iOuu a wide gap between. Looking through the 
windows of a bua moving from province to province, city to city, border to border producea no 
action, no involvem^. arKl no committment. 

John Walace of the Experiment in International Living adviaee that the emotional 
experience fk^ be preceded by intellectual etudy. Armed with knowledge of what may hapen to 
him. the higNy n»o«vated person is now capable of letting the experience become a personal 
chaiienge. Inaeaaed aelHsonfklence. a deeper awareneee of personal rtren^ta and weaknesses, 
and a heightened knowledge of effective approachee to problem edving when confronted face to 
face by another \wmmn being are among the predictable outcomes. Not everyone profits to the 
same deiyee via thia peraonal chaiienge to attempt better underatanding of the alien 
aunxjndinga. Thia dassroom without waUs nmacends what ia accomplahed in the usual 
campus. John Dewey wrote: "iLeam by doing!", which aums up tlwa experience. Ntot every 
intvcontmental acholmatic miasle landa on ttrget Those with a proper fueling and navigational 
guide wiU come the doeeet. 

Culture ahock is predpitBted by the anxiety thet reeuits from losing sll our fsmWar 
eigne «id symbols of sod^ tettircourse. Theee eigne or cuee indude the thoueand and one ways 
in wtiich we orient otrselvee to the eituation of daily IHe; when to ahake handa and what to say 
when we meet people, how to make purchases, when to accept and when to refuse invitattens, 
when to take statements seriously and when not. Now theee cuee which may be worcte, geetu-ee, 
fadal expreeeione. cuatoms, or norma srs acquired by aU of us in the couree of growing up end 
ve M much a part of our culture aa the language we spe^ or the beliefs we accept. All of us 
depend for our peace of mk^d wid our efficiency on hun^ede of these cuee. moet d which we do 
not can7 on the level of conadoua awareness. Now when an indhridud entera a atrange culture, 
al or moat of theee famHiv ouea we removed. He or shs is Nks a "fish out of wster". 

No matter how broadminded or full of good will you may be, a aeries d props hsve been 
knodied from under you. followed by s feeling d frusUtion snd anxiety. PeopI* read to the 
fraatration in much the aame way. First they ctiifil ths environment which cauaes the 
discomfort; "the ways d the hoee county are bad because they make us feel bad". When 
Amerkrans or other foreigners w a sfrsnge lend get together to youee about the ho« country and 
its people, you can be aure that they are euffering from culture ehock. Another phase of culture 
d)ock le rttTMlim The home environmem suddenly assumee a tremendous importsnce. To an 
American everything American becomes irrationally glorSf'^d. All the difficulties and problems 
are fagotten and only the good thinge back home ere remembered. It ususily tskes a trip home 
to being one back to reality. 
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With these facta that you have gleaned from yoir own participants/students you now can 
prepare the seeaion that will calm many anxieties. It is best to invite aU parents to a t leaat one 
of the meetings if for no other reason than to have them meet the leaders and to express their 
concerns to you about their son or daughter going abroad. 

With the "Moi" sheet, a short language session cr^ be developed that asks students to 
recognize what they wrote themselves. Leaders can read much of the information given (except 
the name) and then ask who this person is. As pointed out elsewhere in this packet, the student 
is to respond with a "Cast moir 

The picture that is attached is a good way for leaders to become familiar with faces and to 
be^n to learn who the members of the group are. It is suggested that these photos be attached to 
small 3X5 cards and complete addresses, phone numbers, passport number, medical 
information, etc. be written on each. These can be earned to France for easy reference. They 
will also serve as handy information for police purposes should a student become lost or 
iniured. 

Taking Bu« roll: 

There ve vwious manners to take roll on busses. Take your pick or devise your own. 
however it will be necesswy to take roil 'before" you begin to roll to the next destination. If all 
the seats we full when you are all sMted. then simply look for empty seats. Some leaders have a 
buddy aystem that puts students in psirs, threes or fours. When one is misiing. the other(s) 
know it immediately. The number-off system works well. Each student is given a number (by 
alphabet) and the group is told to count-off. Counting total heads is the old reliable aystem. 
This too must be done at least twice or by different leaders. Having tried them ail. the most 
secid-e is the individual head count. 

Hol>l check-in: 

Checking into hotela in France can turn into almost total chaos, especially with a very 
Ivge number of students. Experience says to us that it is usually best if everyone remains on 
the bus until one or more of the ieadera goes into the hotel ahead to f«nd out juat how they wish 
to hands check-in. Many hotels are well prepared and keys are ready to go. Others wiU simply 
give you an idea of how mmi singles, doubles, triples and so forth they have. Ask right away the 
breakfast hotrs then when you go back to the bus. teil the students how the "Reception" would 
like them to check in and to checx out. Students pair off up quite naturaHy and there are seldom 
problems with room accomodations unless it is with who get the single(s). Be sure to tell 
students at the PDO ses8ion(s) that if thsy find samething that is broken in their rooms to 
report it immedietely as problems can arise later as to who broke something. 

Hotel behavior should be a prime concern of every leader. Amerteans are notorious in 
Europe as "hell-raisers" and "noisy kids." Do everything that you can to convince your group 
that you want your experience there to be the best one yet for the hotel. There are certain "No 
-No" that must be stated. No laundry is to be hung out of windows. No one is to shout out of the 
windows at passing pedesflans. No showers are to be takan past ten o'clock. No groups are to 
assemble in the haito late at night for discussions. Hotels very often make this dear to groups 
when they enter, however you need to reinforce every bit of this. You might even like to have 
the person at the desk give the group information about rules, baths, keys, and so forth on 
checking in. Check at the desk for mail or messages for anyone in the youp. The foilowaig 
information sheet should be posted whore everyone can easily see it. They must also know 
beforehand that this information will be posted. Some kind of checking system for leaving the 
hotel is also wise. See trie next page for a sample of how you might handle this.

Morn on hotels: 

Many hotels wiH serve hot chocolate if you request it in advance. It is often necessary to 
stagger the breakfast hour as eating quarters are very small and can not accomodate over ten or 
so persons at a time. Suvey the eating area yourself so as to be aware of what you will face in 
the morning. Some hotels have pay showers and require that persons pay at the front desk. 
The daily activities sheet lists the room numbers of leaders. The room number(s) can be 
announced in the bus before yoo enter en masse. This often helps to solve problems while they 
are small In your PDO tell students that hotels want their customers to Isave the key when they 
are not in their rooms and go out of the hotel Before leaving the hotel ask at the desk if all the 
keys are back If not, track down tost keys They generally will show up in ths room, in the 
door or in the pocket of a student who has simply forgotten to turn it in or wanted a souvenir 
It is wise to drill students on the name and ad<*ess of the hotel that they are presently in just in 
case one of them becomes lost Often the hotels have small cailinq cards with information such 
as phone number, ad*ess, etc and they are willing to give one to each person staying in the 
hotel. They «lso make good souvenirs

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One raal problem thst ail leaders will Inevitably face is to find a place that where the 
entire group can eat either lunch or dinner This can be a major problem, eapedaliy on 
hdidaya and Sundays It is always wise to inform yourself as much as possible using s«v«ral 
different sources before selecting a restaurwit Hotels will give namea or reataurants and can 
c«N and ressrve for your Making reservations for groups ov«r ten is very wise Groups of 50 
may have to be «pllt into two restauranta or even three It ia nice to be able to eat all together, 
howevw this is not always possible You may want to chedt out the menu before entering with a 
group. Ask about the prix-fixe meal and tipping. In France the dinks are on top of the regular 
prke of the meal. For a ivge group restai^wts wil want to serve the same menu to everyone. 
Tell the students how much the meal is going to cost tsdflcfi sitting down to eat. Paying after the 
meal is over is also a problem. Do some arithmetic yourself when the bill is presented, be sure 
that the "pourboire" is added in. Divide the total cost by the number of students and leaders who 
ate. Since everyone knows how much the meal cost befae they sat down to eat. they must 
aimpiy add on the price of the dinks that were conaumed Te« everyone what the price was for 
a Coke, an Orangina. une Vittell, etc and trust them to add it to their bill Set a "bank" and 
croas off the names of those who paid from your mastsr list (Alwsys can-y s good supply of 
this 1st) If the service was "supwiw". you may want to add one franc to evaryone's bin and 
leave a good tip, howevsr this is not necessary 

Anything left over after the bill is paid can go into the "kitty" for future use Inevitably 
eomeone wants to five-finger" an ash tray, a glass, s cup, or some other item from the 
restaurant. It is terribly embarrassing to have aomeone caught in the act and to have ttie 
mwager tell you what "snfants tsrribles" you have in America. Advise thwn at the PDO to offer 
to purchase something that they wouW like to have as a souvenir from "le paron." Experience 
hM shown that if only ons or two students ask. s/he win give those Hems to the students at no 
coat. Some ask two or three francs for a gtam or an ashtray. Most are pleased that you came and 
spent a hefty aum so they retaliate with a little gesture in return. Keep your bills and If 
poasible a copy of a ntenu from the restsursnt for future reference for other leaders snd 
yourself Now and then you will find that if you pay at the hotel for the restaurant meal it is 
cheaper by one or two francs They have an arrangement for groups 

Tht Kitty: 

After struggling through a couple of student groups with very little working 
ci^i and spendng my own money for various hems that benefitted the group. It was decWed to 
st«l off the next youp with a "kitly " This meant that every person would contribute 30 
francs. This would go to pay for museum entrances (preventing the long wait In line vvi 
collecting in the hat), toll road payments, tips, picric supplies and the like. If you multiply 
this sum by 50 you have nearly $300. however this wi« not last long once you be^n 
multiplying every ticket by 50. If there Is any money left at the end of the trip, money can be 
returned to the group, even if it means one franc fifty This kitty is a good way to take care of 
the bus driver's tip as well as the guide if you have one This tip crm be done publicly with the 
PA system 

Ptcnics: 

A good way to save money for students (and yourself) is to picnic along the road as you 
travel. Supplies can be purchased in small towns as you head fa your principal destination. 
Small g-oups of students csn be assigned to head for the 'bouiangerie" to get some bread; another 
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group to an "♦picwie" to pick sonw fruit and other suppJies; and another group to pick up 
something to dink for everyone The problems that can aria* are theae* the bus <*iver does not 
ewe to puil off the road in Normandy and eat "pat* and cheeae": it ia raining: there ia no place 
to piailc and pmk the bus; or there ia nothing open It ia ahway wia* to plan ahead for auch 
occaaaions Make aura that the atcrea be open tomon-ow when you want to buy your 
suppKea Okay the atop with the bua driver Offer to buy hia meal for picnic suppBe* out of the 
kitty Picnica bta of fun as many new kinds of foods can be ried out. A variety of chaeaea, 
pat«a. iruita. types of bread. *inka auch aa dder. gr«P« juice (the rea) thing), and French aoda 
pop va fun to try under an open aky. Here is another place where the plastic garbaga aacka are 
very hMidy...a8 weil as that knife you remembered to bring along. The cortcaoew for tha wine 

was another "naat idea." 

Some bus divera do not care if the group eata in tha bua: others tnsM that no on* can 
eat in the bus as they drop crums. spiM drinks, and in general make a sticky maas... which ia 
generally true. If you must eat in the bus (and you may not have any choice), inaiat on being 
neat. Pase wound plastic bage for garbage and be aware of what ia conaumed. If you are paaeing 
through a smaH viHage and wish to atop for supplies, do not allow everyone to head into a rtore 
and look around Assign certain yoi^s (a^ for voiunteera if you muat) to varioua taaka Gaa 
stationa are not at all receptive to groups stopping and using their bathrooms as an American 
station would be. in fact they will refuse to let you in SmaH stores will not let more than a 
handful of persons in the More at a time 

The kitty can also provide the dessert such as cookiea, French candiea and the like Be 
cweful that you aelect aomething that goes a long way if your youp is large. The 30 franca waa 
a good idea in 1978. It may no longer be enough in 1979 and beyond, so play it by ear. If you 
run out. the kitty will have to be refurbished, 

Shoppingi 

One of the most fun times of a trip abroad is the time spent shopping for souvenrs and 
gifts Time must be built into any program for shopping Suggertions for soma good typical 
French items that make good gifts are appreciated Encourage studwits to buy things thst they 
like Good f.dvica is to buy what you like now as you may n /i see it again in another place If it 
is what you want and is at a good price buy it' 

Fntr^a Libre: 

The tflrm "Fnlrea Libra" must be explained to students as many storas stmpiy do not 
want persons who are "simply looking" and are ncH in the store to buy If the store doea not read 
Enree Libre in Paris or other large cities, the customer had better not go in to simply shop 
around The total amount of goods for sale may be displayed in the windows. If you find what you 
want in a window, fine, you can go in and ask about that item, otherwise keep out. Large 
depwtment stores are an exception naturally Stores like Galeries Lafayette. Le Printempa. 
Bon March*. Aux Ouatre Saisons. and Bonne Samaritaine are good places to sand students as the 
selection is super and the prices are competive Encourage students to share with the group 
somathing neat that they have purchased You may wish to share what you have purchasad 
yourself and tall where you bought it and how much it was Most stores will accept Traveler's 
Checks if they we in French francs I wqw stores will take the checks in dollars and you wHl 
have to pay a smaJi fee for the transaction 



^hipping Honf: 

Usually nico it«m8 purchased in France can be shtppad home. In iarga d^artment 
storea there are daaignatad araaa whare packagee may be ahippad to the USA. Ltrge important 
purchasea may require outaide experliae. Art. crystal and other luxury itama are examples. 
Many experienced travelora put off buying souvenirs until the last few days in the country as it 
adds weight that wiH have to b« carted around in a auitcaaa or in another bag. Monoprix, 
Uniprix and Prlsunic are Kke Wodworth or Ban Franklin atorea In the USA and are good places 
to buy. For those atudanta and laadsra who have apent cloae to $500 on gifta and aouvenirs. its 
ia important that they keep good records of the those purchaaes aa they wiH be ra<5uired to fill 
out a cuatoma form on bovd the airaaft upon returning to the USA. 

Cu«tom« Raguletione and Rules: 

Group iaadera ahould have a good idea about Cuatoma regulationa and rules. You may 
write to : Superintendent of Documenta. U.S. Government Printing Office. Waahin^on, D.C.. 
20402 and requeat a brochure entitled: 'Cuatoma Hima for Returning U.S. Residents - Know 
Before You Go." Some of the more pertinent information ia : Returning reeidents may now have 
$500 for cuatoma exemptiona rather than $100. Reaidanta under 21 yeara of age are not 
permitted to bring alcoholic beveragea into the U.S.. however experience has shown that when 
wine is indicated aa a gift, there ia aaldom a problem for students who are under age. Aa many as 
2 cartona or dgsrettea. but not more than 100 dgars may be inckided. No Cuban products are 
alowed. A atudent had a box of Havana cigara that har French father gave her in France 
confiacated at Bangor. Maine. I could do nothing aa a leader. Lawa are laws. She cried. 

Among reatricted «1idea which are proNbited by law and subfect to fine by the carrier 
are: nsrcotica, druga containing narcotics in any amount, obscene artidea and publications, 
lottery ticketa, wild birds and feathera, eggs, liqueur filled candiea, awttch blade knives (they 
win brsak the Madea in front of your eyea), plants and piant producta, livestock, meat and 
pouity, and fl-aarms. Even a stick of bdogna is not permitted as it ia a meat procud. Oranges, 
appiea and the like may not be taken through customs. Arlides bought In "duty free" shops in 
foreign countriea «re aubied to customs. You must deciare to U.S. Cuatoma, either orally or in 
writing, all artides acquired abroad and in your posseaaion at the time of yow return. The 
wearing of uae of an articte ao^ired abroad does ofll exempt it from duty and it must be dedwed 
at the price paid for it. Thia dedaration muat indude items for other people and gifts presented 
to you while abroad. On ratumfeig to the U.S. pack your bags In a manner that will make 
inapection eaay. Do your best to pack items acquired abroad aeparately. A vMritten dedaration is 
neceasvy only when yc ui h«w pureh«««d itmmn with s retait value that exceeda the fSQQ 
exemption If items such as expensive watches and camsras are taken abroad, they should be 
registered with customs iadxa. departure (at the Customs Bureau at all International Airports) 
as they are dutiable each time they are brought into the country unieaa you have proof of prior 
poaaeasion such aa a aaiea alip, etc. 

A word of caution: Customs offices in airporta doae around 5:00 pm. In your POO tell 
atudents to register their cameraa, etc. before departure time unless there will be enough time 
to do so before departure. Bona fide gifts not more than $10.00 in fair retail vakie where 
shipped can be received by friends and relatives in the U.S. free of duty and tax, providing the 
same person does not receive more than $10.00 in gift shipments on one day. On the front of the 
package ahould be marked "Gift under $10.00 in value" in large ieners. Many photographers 
insist on their film being handchecked at customs. The checking units daim not to ruin fHm. 
either unexposed ro exposed, however travelers know that it can if not adjusted properly A 
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smmii lettHintd bag for film is a good Wm. It protects the f«m and fsresents no proWem for the 
photogr«ph«r The best brt of advice on cuetoma that a ieadar can give youp member* ia to "Be 
honest." Customs officials hande groupa and forai^-made Item* everyday and know the value 
When It is obvious that an attempt ia being made to deceive and vioiate U S. law. the offsndsr 
may be subject to fine or other pen^tiea and the underpriced item aeized 

The f»' Pink Slip- 

Some organizations who travel to Europe wHth young peraona hav what ia called "the 
pink slip." This permiaaion slip ia Intended to control conaumption of alcohoiic beverage* while 
abroad. Even though pwents and atudents sign tWa agreement if becomea the responsibility to 
the yon? I**der(sj to enforce it. It is ImpoesiWe to prevent a young peraon from drinking in 
Franc* 24 hours a day if ttwy want to! Parenta may feel relieved that they have aignwi such a 
form, but the responsibiiity falla on the shoulders of the ieadsr(a). and la unfair. 

In order to com* to a better ay*ement. the following action i* suggeated. Firat of aH. 
pa-ent* shooW be invited to the PDO that elabaate* thia topic Stud*nt« n**d to know exactly 
where you atand and the consequsncea of violating the understanding that you have with the 
entire group. Secondly, a form such aa the one included is to be sent to every parent or ^ardian 
Laatly, if any questions arise ^>out this topic, be siwe to iron them out bflfSJ£ft_you go Leaders 
should be in sgreement with each other about this policy aa it could split opiniona later and this 
kind of achiam i a to be avoided Here is a sample statement - 

Dear Parent: 

As Iseders %w wish to ahaie wHh you our visws concerning the consumpDon of slcholc 
bevengas during our trnwi m France. Wine is readily avaUsble to al and Is sensed regulMly wUi 
meaie in French hoaiea As we travel and picnic and eat in leiiauimnts, we wU ancouiaga your son or 
daughier to drit* soft drtnks such a Coka-Coli. dder, mik, and pop. We do not wish to ptaee ourselves 
In the poiMon of guaids, oveneers or epedal poUee forces on the issue of drinWng In Fiance. The 
Issue is to be sstdsd ba«oi» your son or dsughtor isaves Ibr France. Maiae your tos M n gi dear on this 
topic. We tnist tfwt you w«i come to an agraeiasnt thai wil be viable and aceeplabie to all If hav* 
Strang Mings on ttM subfecf. pleas* contact a Isader. Our postton Is: Ho hard liquor at any time: th* 
sftidsnt Witt uphold th* paraMsl agnsement while m France; If a student is found drunk in Frsnoe, th*y 
may b* sent hom* at parsmsl s)9*ftss; and soft drinks wll be sneouragad at ail tlm*s. 

Th*L*edBrs 

f attT* from hom*: 

Students k>v* mail from hom* when In France. Dont we aH. Advise pwents and friends 
at the POO to addess the letters to the hotel/spot where the student svill be staying at least five 
days in advance of arrival. Mark the letter cleawly with the name of the student, the name of tha 
gaai^ and add-ess complete with zip code. Students have related how certain letters from home 
have nearly wrecked their trip to France by such statements as: We miss you terribly, hurry 
home please, and it is so lonely around here without you. Statements like those can trigger 
homesickness pangs when a young person is 5,000* miles from home. You may wish to include 
something to the parents when you write the alcoholic statement if you feel that it is important 
to you. 

The Importance o f Your Passport: 

For most students it will be the first time in their lives that they have ever ^lied for a 
passport Be sure to csution them not to wait too long before applying eapedaHy as the summar 
month* approach as the number of applicants picks up just before the peak season In June. Each 
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Applicant ¥M n—6 to pr«««it i ctrtifiad copy of their birth certificate (I.e.. with the —ti of the 
county derk ) Uncertified copies wi« not be accepted Valid proofs of dtizenahip include a 
certificate of birth in the U S or, if no birth certificate exists, baptiamal records, hospital 
birth records or an affidsvit from someone who itnows whsre you were bom A previously 
issued passport is ail you need if you wish to re-new or apply for a new passport You win need 
Identification such as a cfciver's Hcense, government I D Csrd, complete with your signature or 
someone who has known you for two yws. Xerox copies are not accepted Two paasport 
photoyapha not more than 6 months old, size between 2 1/2 and 3" fulMsced. on unglaied 
paper (color is acceptabia) pkJS $13.00 for an original passport fee or $10.00 for the renewal 
ar« required. The passport is vaijd for 5 years. 

There ve no visa requirements for travel to France on s/urt pro^-ams, These are to be 
taken to a post office which has a passport issuing bureau. At the PDO the Importance of this 
document must be ttwd American passports on the Black Market are valued very hi^ly 
Sttidents should know at all times where their passports are and should carry them on their 
person Be sure to d>eck all passports a couple of days bfliflCfi you get ready to depart from 
France Lost psssporta usuaNy show up within two days at either the police station (you must 
go there and report the k»a in person) or at the U.S Consutat or Embasay 

Pfobl»m Sotvlna: 

No matter what kkid of description a program may ^ve for a leader/eecort, the atuhor 
contends that a primary function of any leader or chaperone is that of a "problem » Jver ' 
The success of your trip will be hinged on just how well you can fcolve problems as they wise. 
This means predaely that you must have the ability to 'ro« with the punches", "be prepared for 
any emergency", a "expect the unexpected." 

For any leader, experience is still the best teacher, however flexibiHty and coolheadness 
come In a v«ry doee aecond. Many of the problems can be taken care of at the POO before 
departure, or at least an understanding about what wiH be done in the case of an emergency, a 
diadpline problem, and so forth Taking a person to the solution rather than teling them how to 
solve that problem is good advice It is the moat direct msamv to ^wnde a problem If a 
language difficulty ariaes, you will be there to aid in the solution There are programs where 
the leader is also ths guide and the planner for the frip It is imperstive that pre-planning take 
place The bua driver should alao be in on thia seesion. or at iaam advice should be sought 
concerning routes, eating, the time of the trip, what to see. etc 

Gk>od mi^ia are necessary as well as good guidebooks. The advice in a capsuie is* Do yoir 
Homework! Some of the moat interesting thinge that happen to groups often happen as an 
unplanned event. If the lead«r(s) note something of particular interest taking place in a email 
vNlage or along the route, it is nice to be able to stop, espedaliy for pictire taking. Do not 
hesitate to aak the bus diver to stop along side of the road for a picture taking aesaion of a 
glorioua mount«n scene, a magnificent waterfall, or a peaceful view of a washer-woman doing 
her laundry in a arnaH stream. Althou^ "la grande nature ouverte en plein alT may be the 
French thing to do to relieve kWneys. many Americans do not agree and find big fees and bushes 
the wrong kind of setting There are often public rest rooms m \4Uages as weli as dties The 
French service stations do not like a busload of students using the bathroom Neither do smaJI 
cafaa, reataurants, and bars FVoblem solving goes far beyond finding bathrooms and caf#s 
where students can eat a picnic lunch providing that they purchase some kind of d^vkn Many 
teachers em not function under thie kind of stress The so called "free trip" does not exist under 
any drcumstancee when a leader is responsible for a group of young Americans for 24 hoirs a 
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day B«ng a counaalor, doctor, guida mother, father, pdicaman coach, lawyer, pulmbar. 
engtnMT and nutritionial at tha 8am« tinw wiil help with many of the probJ^ms that will 
inevilabty ari.* Using good judgement and good sense wiU usuaHy bail a student out of a bad 
situation Accidents do occur Knowing the difference between deliberate, on purpose mwchief 
and unplanned, circumstantial happenings may become the difference between confrontation and 
purposeful mediation 

it rarely matters where you go In France ss your ♦rip will begin or end in the 'City of 
Light" Being a leader and responsible for every one of the students in a youp in Paris becomes 
a special kmd of challenge due to the fact that there are so many unknowns, The POO must spell 
out very clearly what students will face in this giant cHy with its myriad of monuments, 
gwdens ftatues. and forever winging streets. SmaH city maps »e available from the French 
Govemmem Tourist Offices (See addresses) that have M*fro and bus lines as well as mafor 
orientation points After warning students of the possible dangers that could happen to them m 
Paria (pickpockets, lost in streets, 'rsffic accident croasing street, lost in MAtro. propositions 
and so forth) H is important to orient them in ih* use of the subway system. 

Paris transportation is very efficient and economical The cheapest tickets come m a 
•camet- and sell for around 11 francs tor a second-class seat One ticket takes you wherever 
you want to go, no matter how long the journey 

With the new lines being added (there are over 300). sometimes it is n«cess«ry to use 
the same ticket again when making cwrespondance. so caution students to keep ahold of their 
tickest until they exit. During rush hours it is sometimes wise to ride first dass to avoid th# 
squeeze. The same secondndass m*tro tickets are also used fcr the bus. but since buses operate 
by section distance, ycu may have to use two or more tickets for the ride. 

The M*tro runs from 5:30 A.M. till around 1.15 A.M.; buses operate from 6:30A.M. to 
about 9 00 P M When accompanying a group into the M*tro it is wise to explain exactly what it 
is you are going to do before entering the stairs Give the destination, the MAtro stop, and the 
correspondence information if appropriate 

A short mini-<4'ama often serves to facilitate this action during the PDO If slidee or 
filmstripe are svsilable they too help to better explain the system Students find the 347 
stations and 131 interchanges interesting once they have mastered the process of buying a 
carnet entering the right direction, pushing with the natives and mastering the 
phrase -Pwdon Monsieir/Madame. vous descendez a la prochaine?" Sample tickets stubs are 
also useful as is the use of "real' French money, if time allows, various situational dialogues 
are useful at the PDO. especially those such as cashing travelers checks, purchasing a camet. 
asking a policeman directors, buying clothing, bread and a meal in a caf*. It would be no joy to 
actually lose a student among the 11 million inhabitants in Paris As a leader, be the last one on 
the M*fro cv and the last one off and make sure to check for stagglers. 

If possible, arrange for a general sightseeing tour of Paris by bus as soon as you arrive 
this will gve students a good orientation to the city and also interest thum in particular areas 
that they mi^t Nke to visit later The Guide Vert by Michelin, Fodor's book on France the 
Livre de Poche on Paris and dozens of oiher good guide books all have their favorite spots and list 
of "musta" to see Below is a list of things to visit that students have found atlractive and fun 
There is no priority as to which to see first or last Where appropriate, the MMro station is 
given Ho matter how you get to each, the beat way to become acquainted with Paris is by foot 
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This m—rm a lot of walking, but it also tmans b«ing ck»» to tba action aod baing aWa to atop,

Pvis can be a dangerous city, especially at night Certain quarters we to be avoided at 
all timea T)ieae are the ghettos Aak the hotel personnel about the qutfter that you are staying 
in and what to avoid. While the population of Paris is proper is slightly deaeasing 
(2.450.000 In 1973). new inhabitants arrive every day to settle in the suburbs. Paris has 
therefofe. become the home of men and women from Brittany to Corsica, of strangers from 
abroad who seem to congregate in ^etto areas: Jews in le Marais. White Russiana in 
Montparnasse. Spaniards in Passy. North Africans in Clignancourt. La Villette. Aubervilliers. 
The true P«isien. however, remains easily identifiable among the cosmopolitain crowd: 
hurried, tense, protesting, frivolous, mocking, quick witted. punning and dehumanized (Guid 
Ven-Paris 1976 p 16). 

it is fun to do something together as a g-oup in the evening if possible Le ThMfre de la 
Ville (Place du Chitelet) is cheap and has good entertainment such as folk singers, bsllet or 
guitarists The Musk: Halts are expensive and not a good place for younger Americans to be A 
movie in French would be lots of fun, espsdsBy one that they have seen in Englis or s new movie 
just out.

This seems to 
woit. aspadally for programs where students must handle their own baggaga Nothing ia mora 
tiring than to have to carry your own bags up three, four or more flights of stairs: up a long 
hill: or wound one dty Wock It is important, in fact it is FAA law, to attadi an add-ess tag 
compiately marked with your name, add-ass, ap coda and phone number on all bags gdng on 
board tha airplane Induda USA on the addeas in caaa luggage ts lost in Europe if you are part 
of a^oup. the nama of tha g-oup should be part d tha add-ass ft mi^es it much easier for lost 
bags to find thak owners 

Before packing find out from persons who have been in France what the "right" colors to 
taka me for your dotNng. It is always bast to try to fit into tha dress pattern of tha local 
people and this maana colors aa waH. Blue jeans are "in" in Europe, provided that they are not 
-grubbias" and ara stylish. Wrinkla-resistant and wash and wear clothes are perfect for a 
limited wardroba, Taka comfortaWa shoes, because you win spend a great deal of time on your 
feet taking all tha local sights It is wise to avoid taking any electrical appliances of any kind. 
One hair &yv haa baan known to blow out entire hotel circuits in France as thay are wired for 
low servica If any auch appliance is included, be sure to take along an adaptor for tha cun-ent 
as eletrical voltage in Europe is 220 as opposed to 110 volts in the USA Transistor or battery 
operated items will work just fine 

It Is suggested that aii students traveling abroad take ona suitcase only and that this be a 
madum sized bag A good sized tote bag is a wlae piece of luggage to taka along as it can hold a 
great deal and providea a place to carry cameras, to place those prized gifts, and easily 
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:«cct8SiWe ittms such as W»«nex. film, towtlettts. and so forth. The best advice that almost all 
proyams offer is to —PACK LIGHTi Try to take less than the minimum that you thint you 
win need It seems as if many travelers try to reach the airiine limit of 44 pounds thinking 
that if that is the smallest amount that they can take *at they wiH need it ail Mot aol Concorda 
CoHege (Minnesota) advises students to try to keep the total weight between 24 end 27 pounds 
which lesvee some expansion room for purchaaes made in Europe Rollhg you clothes, stuffing 
shoes with socks, taking toiielries out ol their packages, and wrapping fragile items with towels 
are afl good ways of making use of space 

It is a vsry good idea to get organized and packed, ready to leave, at least one day before 
you leave as this wiH give you time to relax a bit just before the big day. Europe«i students do 
not greatly vary dress from day to day. In fact, they may wear the same dothing fa more than 
one day. It will be necessary for the leader to find out wfvat the weather ia like in a certain part 
of France for the time of the yew they will be raveling into that area. It is a good idea to take 
along enough warm dothing. You can always take it off.. .but if you do not have it along to put it 
one to keep w»m. you might get pretty chiUy Take along nothing that needs ironing CasusI 
and conservative dothing will keep you from being labeled as a "typical American tourisl'at 
first glance In fact, they may take you for English, Scottish or even German snd in Europe 
consider thie a compliment that they cfid not pick you out as an American at first choice If you 
forget something, you can always purchase it in France, however clothing is usually much more 
expensive than at home

Fnn on t he Bus: 

Once you are in France with your group and on the open road heading for your next 
destination, there are a few hints that you might find useful 

First of aH. a leader must use good sense in attempting to adck-ess the group with the PA 
system If the group is still drowsy from the long ni^t before and half of them are aslaep, it 
wiU not make much aense to give them information that can wait until latar in the morning 
Leedera wiH find that students like to sleep on the bus in spite of beautiful countryaide, 
interesting people and a variety of small vUlages and cities Early morning should be a quiet 
time on board the bus. Smokara are always a problem, We have found from experience that 
simply stating the first time on board the bus that there wHI be a NO SMOKING policy when 
abowd the bus. then there wiS be few proWems. For that student who insists on Hghting up in 
spite of repeated announcements, take that person aside and have "a little chaf about others 
becoming sick due to the smoke. 

There ve lots of good bus games that the group can play. Intsrviewing the bus driver 
daily is a fun activity ANow students who can handle the language to find out as much sbout the 
Aiver as they can Make sure that you okay this with the cirjvef b^flCft shoving s microphone 
under his nose A short word on bus drivers they are extremely important to the success fo 
your trip In your pre-departure orientation when you sfeased this, it is wise to repeat this to 
the group when the driver is not present Language review games are good See how many 
rsmember the name of the exotic food they had last night; how to say nflW v<K«h^Jlftry wcfd : what 
the sign along side the road means; now is the time tc aak for new vocabulary words that they 
would like to know because they needed the word or expresaion recently; tongue twisters; and 

songs. . 

There is something experienced travelers can do to avoid the effects of cfysmymmta 
better known as "jet-lag." Students should be forewarned of the phenomena and some of the 
results of this effect. Leadom can suggest that students get aH the rest they can on board the 
aircraft, but this is usually to no avail due to the antidpatkjn or arriving in Europe. Here are^a 
fsw suggestions to help you f aval more comfortable and to ease your Tensions due to "jet-lag " 

1 Wear loose-fitting clothing, or at least loosen tight aooarel while in flight thus givmg 
the skin a chance to breathe freely It is also advisable to remove shoes Any aid in 

maintaining circulation is helpful 

2 Attempt to aleep during the flight The crew will furnish pillows and blankets- 
using these items often has psychofogical relaxing effect Sleeping masks are often 
helpful for those who doni like light 

3. Try not to eat or drink too much. This only increases heartbeat and will make 
slesping more difficult. Smoking in-flight can also stimulette the heartbeat. 
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Jat-lft? (Continued); 



4, To h«lp pass the time, take along absorbing reading material This ia especially 

good for those who carvYOt sleep. 
B. Drink lots of water in-flight to prevent dehydration. Ttiis is always a problein as the 
air in the caUn is around 2% humidity. Any alcohol conaumad acts as a diuretic. 

6. Freshen up before arrival. Brush your teeth and spiaah water on your face. 

7. Attempt to get some rest upon arrival at the hotei. Lay down for at teest several 

minutea If possible. A short nap wiN make a lot of difference. 

8. Eat when tfie local population does and abkie by the hours as it is the quickest way 
to become acdimatized to the new time difference. 

9. Advise students that coming home is even more 9-ueiing than arrival in France. The 
waiting ia much different now aa atudenta are anxious to get home and to bed 

10. It may take up to two fuli weeka to become fully adapted to the time change whether 
you are coming or going Try to realize ¥4iat is happening to you when you are feeling 
drowsy at 3 or 4 p.m. or up at 4 a m

•The best way to see any city is on foot, and "la ville lumidre" is no exception. Pans is an 
exception, howaver. in that it offers you more to see in a shorter time and space than most large 
cities in the world if your time is limited, it is crucial that some good planning be done ahead of 
time to maximize the time spent here If you have never been to Paris try to read up on the 
many things to see and do You should '^Iso try to see several videos filmstrips and slides on the 
city to provide you with a good overview prior to your arrival Many people like to take a half- 
day bus tour to do this TTiis is a good idea and it also save a lot of tired feet Your students 
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wUI not© which p^acts appealed to them and where they would like to return to check out the 
scenery first-hand American Express (rue Saibe just behind the Op6ra) can help you do this, 
Bs well as many other bus lines (see below) By walking, however, you will grow to feei the 
majesty, true character, and best feeling for the envronment You will note almost 
immediately upon traveling around Paris that it is like several cities within a larger city Each 
quarter has its own cha-acter, setting, and feel . as well as people who frequent its cpfes. 
restaurants, and so forth Paris also provides a feeling of a smaller dty than it really is (1? 
million as there are no skycrapers.. except La Tour Monparnasse {56 stories) Most 
building are 6 stories high with a Mansard roof. 

•Each perscjn who has spent any amount of time in Paris has their own favorite places to go and 
things to see. Paris is a walking city. It demands time to soak up ail the many interesting 
quart«fs, people, streets, monuments, shops, and other phenomena. It is two cities: one in the 
daytime and another at ni^t, The "ville iumi*re" is properly named as it cfoes change after 
da-k The "noctambules" (ni^t people) come out of their appartments and into the streets to 
savor the evenmg life, which is very rich The Parisians may choose to eat in a small caf6 or 
restaurant at ten in the evening Many movie lines string out over half a Wock long at ten thirty 
at night Be su-e to take your guide book on Paris Study it well before you go Learn how to 
use the mdtro and perhaps even the bus system Discover for yourself the various 
"arrondissemenf in Paris and see how each has its own particular flava. aura, and 
distinctness Below are list a some places for your to consider visiting 

•Along the Seine - Students love to sroll along the Seine near the He de la Ctt* and the 
Cath^ale de Notre-Dame. It is a beautiful area, ahvays animated, and really at the heart of the 
city as it was here tha the city of Paris was started nearly 2.000 years ago. A tribe of Celtic 
fishermen called the Parisii settled on the island and, as the name implies, the city was named 
after this group of people It is suggested that you arrive at the metro station called St. Michel 
Walk to the corner of the Ouai St Michel and la Place St. Michel in the summer the famous 
fountain is running and is full of students The panorama of the catheciral looking northeast east 
from this corner is tenific Do not walk directly to the cathedral, but rather backtrack a little 
up the Boulevard St Michel and take the Rue de ia Huchette to the east This will lead you into a 
host of small afreets and dozens of ethnic restaurants It is exciting to walk through here in the 
evening around 8 pm as the quarter is always lively and people are settling in to eat Be careful 
of pickpockets here . and be sure that your students are wearing their next pouches in a safe 
way with their passport and money inside. As you pass through this area, as for la Rue du Chat 
Qui Pdche, the n«T0west street in Paris. Wclk up this street north toward the Seine while 
touching both wails on the sides of the street. There is a very nice street lamp at the north 
entrance. Walk along the right hand side of the street to la Rue St, Jacques 

•Cross to the north over the Petit Pont and the Place du Parvis. Note the underyound museum 
with the steps as you come into the place. This is where the Parisee lived as it as excavated in 
1969-70 and tinned into a museum that can be visited Continue on to the front of the church 
There is a lerge statue of Charlemagne on yoix right Note the parvis (large round plaque) in 
front of the church in the paving stones This marks the center of Paris Study the front of the 
churdi and enter You may walk completely around the outside of the d6ambuiatoire Note "le 
tr*sor" to the right near the famous statute of the Virgin Mary Note the beautiful stained glass 
windows in the transept (aossing near the altar) As you exit, go around the north edge of the 
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church. You may climb the stairs to th» top of N-D if you wish and you ara thera at tha right 
tima. Continua to tha ra*- of tha church to admra tha flying butrassas and view from tha raar. 
Just to tha north of tha la Squara Jaan XXIII ara savarai souvanir stores, 

Wal^ ff hi* in P.ria. 

-Another fun walk is to the Centre Pompidou/Beaubourg You can wander through many streets 
to wrive at this famous spot Once you are there you wiU be completeiy surrourKled with 
tourists and curiosity seekers. Another spot to watch out for pickpockets and gypsy kids. From 
the Cenfre Pompidou, walk west to te Forum Students love this shopping center as it has a wide 
variety of items and is a nice place to buy nice things, however ihe prices are fairly high. 

-WaJking along tha Champs-By««e« is a special treat at almost anytime of the day and anytime 
during the year. Start at the top near the Arc de Triomphe. You may take a m*lro directly into 
Etoile/Chariea deQaulle and exit on the Champe-Ely$*e8 (C-E). Go down to left aide as it has 
more to see. but first start on the right side and visit the famous Drug Store. It is uni(^e in the 
city and a welHtnown apot for eating and visiting. There is a subway walk under the Place de 
I'Etoae that is a must to wrive to the Arc Never, never, never try to walk across against the 
traffic. It would be total madness to do so Cross back (with the lights) at the top of the C-E and 
stwt down the street. Many car dealerships such as Peugeot, Alfa Romeo, Fiat, Lancia. Volvo, 
etc. we found here Look for the famous Lido near the Arcade des C-E about halfway down the C- 
E You may walk aU the way to the Place de la Concorde if your feet are not hirting othowide 
take the m6tro to Concorde. Here you can see the American Embassy, the Hotel Crillon, the Jeu 
de Paume (the old impressionist museum), the Ob*ysque m the center of the Place with the 
famous hieroglphyics etched on its sides, to the north the famous Rue Royale with Maxims just a 
few steps towwds La Madeleine Church, the Tuileries Gardens, the Ministdre de ia Marine and to 
the south, the Assembl*e Nationale, This is a very animated part of the city. 

•If your feet are still holding out. head for I'Opdra via la Place Venddme. You will have to take 
either the Tuileriea Garden route or go along the left side under the arches of the Rue de Rivoli 
Tu-n left on la Rue de Castiglione to the Place Vendfime Here you wiH find the Ritz Hotel, 
Elizabeth Arden, and more Continue on the Rue de la Paix to the Place da I'Opdra This too is a 
highly animated quarter Note the Caf6 de ia Paix, the American Express office on la Rue Auber 
and the many small shops. SH down and have something to drink and enjoy the "French 
ambiance" and just watch people as thousands do every day 

•Walking aimost anywhere in Paris is fairly safe, unless you do so at night and without 
discretion and alone. Caution students to be careful at all times and to only go out in small 
groups. Gi-ls should never go out in less than three and boys never alone It is more fun to go 
around in "une bands" anyhow.

•Shopping is a very important part of any trip. Groups must be given time to shop and be 
it is a good idea to take them to the store and to help them to find what they are looking for^ 
there is doubt, each of those listed here will help them to deade on some good souvenirs 
gifts 
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•La Galerie Lafayette, Tour Montparnasse - Near the railway station called Montparnasse, this 
store IS at the base of the 5S story Tour Montparnasse The students love the animation of the 
quarter, the stores within the mall, and the many caf^s and restaurants i" the quarter The 
famous Bistro de la Gare is just across the street/intersection to the north ot the Tour and is 
well worth the visit (for leaders not students) 

La Gat^ria I afavette - Located just behind the Op6fa is also a super piace for 
shopping if you can't find it here you probably will not find it in Paris This huge complex is 
divided into several stores, each specializing in items such as sporting goods, home furnishing 
clothing, etc. 

La Ruo d» Rivoli - While this is nflt a store per se. it is nevertheless a nice place to 
shop. Students can find their sweatshins, tee ^irts, and other souvenirs under the arcades of 
la Rue de Rivoli. The stores readily accept credit cards, traveler's chedts.. and of course, hard 
French currency. 

1 a QuartiT Latin - All along the Boulevard Saint-Michel (ie Boul' Mich') stores 
have sprung up due to the high influx of students They cater to the younger tastes of students 
and younger adults Giltaert. a huge book store, is also a neat place to take students It too, is 
found on the Boul' Mich 

•Almost everywhere you turn there are things to buy in Paris, but the few mentioned above are 
particularly good ones One last suggestion, take the RER near the new art museum called Ie 
Mu86e D'Orsay along the banit of the Seine west to La Defense In thus area near the new Arche de 
la Defense there is a huge shopping complex it is so huge that there is a danger of loosing 
students... or like the author, getting lost yourself, but it is a fantastic place to shop as students 
love malts.
